"Usually." he stiiil. "you can't walk in off 
the street and do cartoons, Y«>ii need some 
principles ofdravying first."

"I show my sfiitleiils the point of view of the 
individual doing llie strip," Youngman said, 
adding it can be presented through issues or 
people.

Common lawn fertilizers and bug- 
killers are as dangerous to animals 
a.s they arc to children. If you must 
use these substances, keep animals 
'off the treated areas until they are 
completely dry,-DogK.and-cats-ab-- 
sorb such chemicals through their 
skin and paws. Paws get burned arc 
the animal licks its injured paws. 

"Anything that'suys, 'keep away 
from children and pets’ on the label

Rat poison has a prolonged elTeci 
on animaks — three, or four wcek.s,‘ 
during which internal bleeding is 
killing the cut or dog, I'licrc is a 
phone number on the box to call if 
you suspect accidental poi.soning. 
Use it, Saras said.

"I'm gambling there might be 
some problems in some other areas," 
said 'i’airick, who has about 500 
acres of beans piunicd on form 
ground soulli ofTwin Falls. 

Crop failure in one or more of the 
nation's leading bean states would 
pump up the price for the nafion's 
dry edible bean growers. North' 
Dakota, thy nation’s leading bean 
producer, hnsn’i liad a poor crop in 
several years. Talrick said, and 
inighl be due for bad news in 1993. 
— Bur Patrick;- who -didli -'l-hiive- 
cnough water to plant any beans on- 
his Salmon Tract land a year ago.

have been sitiing in the dim and chilly belly of a Royal New Zealand 
Air Force C-'l JO transport since shortly after dawn, on an eight-hour 
flight south from Christchurch. My knees are stiff from pre.ssing up 
against the fuselage of the helicopter that takes up most of the plane 's 
cargo space, and I amjiJill thinking about the loadmaster's an- 
nouncement. six hours ago— the last audible words before the plane 
engines cranked up and drowned out conversation. “The weather 
down there is bad, ” he explained. “There ’s a 70 percent chance that 
we won 't be able to land, and we 'll have to turn back. ” 

Suddenly, there is a stirring of excitement in the planc^ Passengers 
clamber up to look through the few tiny portholes in the plane 's skin, 
t hen point and sesture like .schoolchildren on a field trip. Below them, 
sparkling and glistening in the au.siral sun, is “The Ice''— Antarctica. 
The glaciers and pressure ridges and pack ice of the Ro.ss Sea stretch 
to the horizon in every direction. 

— We are-ahout to. realize a dream that many of ushavc formed from, 
childhood adventure books: We arc going to the last place on earth. 


ANTARCTICA IS A COLD DESERT 
of icc that, by itself, would support no 
humaujife and grudgingly grants sur- . 
vival tO Qiily the hardiest of animals. 
Tlicrc arc people still alive who can re- 
member when the continent was finally 
— barcly — conquered by Roald Amundsen 
in 191 1, when he planted the flag of Nor- 
way at the South Pole; his British rival. 
Robert Scott, died in the race across the 
ice. Tlic continent is littered with crossc.s 
and cairns, silent memorials to the lives 
it has claimed since then. Just last fail, two 
New Zealanders and a U.S. Navy crew- 
-mim died-wficn a blizxard downed Uicir - 
'helicopter on the slopes of a volcano. 

. Still, every year. 2500 Americans — 
and thousands of eitizens of 23 other 
countries— come to live and wor1< in this 
hostile, beguiling place. Scientists from 
all over Amcrica vie for fewer than 500 
pl.ices in the U.S. Antarctic Program, 
and $221 million of our tax dollars go 
toward supporting them each year.

' lure. The place lures wild and rugged peo- 
ple to test themselves against the hnrshesi 
conditions on earth. But romance alone 
docs not justify thccxpensc'ofoupgovem- . ‘ 
mem’s program.s or the risks that human - 
beings take to work on The Icc. as it is 
called by everyone hero, 1 wanted to know 
what it was like to live and work here, but 
also if the danger and cost were justified. 

We arrived late in tlie day at McMurdo. 
the sprawling base set on the 'volcanic 
gravel of ad island in the Ro.ss Sea that 
is the headquarters of the U.S. Antarctic 
Prograrn. It wa.s dinnertime, but not dusk; 
this was November, and the sun would 
not set again for months. In the mess 
halls, where canned food delivered a year 
before was still being served up, scien* 
tisls and snilors sat shoulder to shoulder. 
Men and women had the disheveled, 
grizzled look of frontier pioneers. 

When rnoming came, wc moved on 
to the bottom of the curtli-^800 miles 
away. Tlic Amundsen-Scolt South Pole 
Station is ii silver geodesic dome that 
hunkem downbn the ice'shecl,' sheltering 
a small community of heated, trailerlike 
structures that serve as home and work- 
• place for 125 Americans each summer 
(which is our winter). 

Tlic Pole’s elevation of nearly 10,000 
feel makes breathing hard and exertion 
difficult. On good dny.s, the windchill 
can still lc.ivc the air feeling likc^O® be- 
low zero. Yet, despite tiiat — and tlic man- 
datory recycling of virtmilly everything, 
the cramped quarters and the old football 
games on the VCR — people arc lined up 
to come here. The demand for jobs at 
the Pole is so high that wages for skilled 
craftspeople often arc lower than back 
. home^tr ained mec hani c o r.ironw o^rk- . 
cr. for example, might make about$?0(r 
for u 56-hour work week on The Icc. 

"It’s not unusual to have someone 
working here a.s a plumber who'has n col- 
lege dcgrtxorevcna m.’is 5 CT's.”says Dave 
Brcsnahan, the National Science Foun- 
dation’s chief administratorln- Antarctica. 
"Tlicrc is an aura to this place,” adds 
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John Lynch, a rcprcscntaiivd of the foun- 
dation. ‘This is as close as you and I arc 
going 10 get to setting foot on anoilicr plan- 
et. People luc intrigued by tlie challenge.*’ 
Most of the scientists go home dur- 
ing the winter. But 25 or so Americans — 
some scicnti.sts but mainly maintenance 
personnel and technicians— winter over, 
spending nearly six months of ausinit 
darkness in lempcniiurcs diat drop be- 
yond lOO” below zero. No planes come 
or go. The small contmunity must be 
completely sclf-suffleient. 

To stay, they must undergo a psycho- 
. logical .screening, as well|as strenuous 
physical examinations. One purpose is 
to screen out people likely to suffer from 
Seasonal Affective Depression Disorder 
— the disca.se caused by lack of sunlight. 

Dr. Betty Carlisle was the physician at 
the South Pole last winter. Tlie job meant 
signing up for ii year ;ind leaving behind 
her practice in Washington State, ;is well as 
friends, family and her beloved sailboat. 
She jumped at the chance. 'Tve wanted 
to do this since 1 gniduulcd Troni'mcUicar 
school," she say.s."BuL20 years ago. lliey..
